Dear  Founder-Campers 

An  early  morning  greeting  to  you.  The  ”B.D«”  means  ’’Before  Dawn.”  It  is  just 
3:45  Miniwanoa  time  (4:45  Miohigan  time).  It  is  a  glorious  day.  The  air  is 
slightly  warm.  A  brisk  breeze  is  rustling  the  leaves  in  the  tree  tops.  Over  on 
Stony  Lake  the  waves  are  making  that  peculiar  slap,  slap  sound  so  characteristic 
of  waterfronts ,  when  moored  boats  are  tugging  at  their  ropes. 

A  half  hour  ago,  from  the  midlanding  on  the  steps  at  Stony  Lake,  I  had  a  glorious 
view  of  a  gorgeous  sunrise  -  the  sky  ablaze  with  color,  the  birches  along  Squaw 
Bay  silhouetted  against  the  gray-blue  waters  --  quarter  moon  high  in  the  sky.  Over 
here  at  the  Lake  Michigan  unit  birds  are  singing  lustily,  all  of  them  I  am  oertain, 
from  the  salvos  of  sound  that  come  to  me  here  at  my  desk.  Little  rabbits  scamper 
across  the  terrace  outside  my  window  --  the  big  Eating  Lodge,  silent  now,  in  con¬ 
trast  to  the  lifely  scenes  at  meal  hours,  looms  up  through  the  trees  along  the  new 
cement  drive  —  Lake  Miohigan  -  big,  dark,  restive  -  little  color  now  —  her  turn 
comes  tonight  when  she  puts  on  her  dazzling  robes  for  another  matchless  Miniwanca 
sunset.  Oh,  oh  1  stay  with  it,  brother  —  att.a  boy  —  onoe  more  -  he  did  it  J  — - 
a  robin,  he  got  his  worm  —  too  bad  Mr.  Worm,  but  robins  will  be  robins  and  early 
birds  will  be  early  birds.  -- — -  A  Miniwanoa  Dawn.

— —  well,  we’re  waiting  for  you  and  all  set  for  your  arrival.  Senior  Camper  2 
Senior,  because  we  also  have  camps  for  boys  and  girls  11  to  17  years  of  age  — 
more  than  350  campers  and  leaders  are  on  the  grounds  at  this  time.  On  Sunday, 
August  1,  they  leave  and  the  next  day  more  than  300  older  girls,  young  women  and 
leaders  will  arrive  at  Miniwanca  for  two  glorious  weeks  of  leadership  training, 
personal  conditioning,  fellowship, play  and  challenging  adventure. 

August  15  they  leave  and  300  husky  young  men  and  leaders  will  appear  for  the  final 
two  weeks  of  the  summer.  More  than  forty  states,  Canada  and  two  foreign  countries 
will  be  represented  in  the  Senior  camps.

My  suggestion  to  you  is  to  mail  your  blanks  the  same  day  you  receive  this  letter* 
It  is  so  easy  to  put  it  off  and  then  — -  overlook  it  entirely* 


There  is  no  need,  I  am  sure,  to  tell  you  more  now  about  Miniwanoa*  You  old 
oampers,  especially,  know  what  Miniwanoa  stands  for*  You  are  coming  back  for  more, 
because  you  so  thoroughly  believe  in  the  value  of  Miniwanoa  training*  You  new 
oampers  —  let  me  assure  you  that  a  real  adventuro  in  purposeful  living  awaits 
you  here*  It  is  simple,  effective  and  appealing*  As  one  camper  put  it  —  ”1*  just 
really  didn’t  know  much  about  living  ’til  I  enmeto  Miniwanoa*”  I  am  confident 
that  the  concept  of  "balance”  according  to  Jesus’  awn  way  of  living,  including  the 
physical,  mental,  social  and  religious  phases  of  life,  will  grip  you,  just  as  it 
has  the  thousands  of  other  young  people  who  have  come  to  these  camps  during  the

Older  Girls’  Camp  opens  officially  with  supper,  Monday,  August  2nd. 

Older  Boys*  Camp  opens  officially  with  supper,  Monday,  August  i6£h. 

All  oampers  and  leaders  are  expected  to  be  in  camp  on  date  of  opening*  Plan  to 
arrive  in  Muskegon  or  Ludington,  Michigan,  on  Monday  morning,  opening  day  of  camp* 

CAMPERS  TRAVELING  BY  WAY  OF  CHICAGO 

Take  PERE  MARQUETTE  train  leaving  11:30  p.m*  Central  Standard  Time  from  Grand 
Central  Station,  South  Wells  and  Harrison  Streets,  Chicago,  to  Muskegon.  THE 
RATES  HAVE  BEEN  CHANGED.  Note  carefully  the  following  schedule: 

PARTY  RATES:  (Girls  leaving  Chicago  Sunday  night  Aug.  1,  -  Boys  Aug.  15) 

$5.00  round  trip  -  good  in  sleeper  (minimum  of  10  in  party) 

3.00  round  trip  -  coach  only  (minimum  of  30  persons  in  party) 

INDIVIDUAL  RATES:  (for  those  who  miss  the  party) 

#6.00  round  trip  *  good  in  sleepor  -(16  day  limit) 

(Make  your  own  sleeper  reservations  through  local  agent.  Lower  $2.00;  upper  $1.60) 


Register  at  Depot 

When  you  arrive  at  the  Grand  Central  Station  go  to  the  ticket  window, 
present  your  American  Youth  Foundation  identification  certificate,  and 
REGISTER  with  the  ticket  agent.  (But  do  not  buy  your  tioket  at  this  time.) 
State  whether  you  will  want  the  $5.00  round  trip  (first  class,  which  gives 
you  the  privilege  of  purchasing  a  berth)  or  $3.00  round  trip  (ooaoh  only, 
which  means  that  you  would  have  to  sit  up  all  night.)  When  TEN  persons 
have  registered  for  the  $5.00  rate,  the  agent  may  begin  to  sell  those 
tiokets*  When  THIRTY  have  registered  for  the  $3.00  round  trip  rate,  the 
agent  will  begin  to  sell  those  tickets. 

New  be  sure  to  register  at  the  Grand  Central  Station  as  soon  as  possible  after  you 
arrive  in  Chicago.  Then  do  not  delay  the  actual  purchase  of  your  tioket  until  the 
very  last  minute  before  the  train  leaves  at  11:30  p.m.  Return  ahead  of  time  and 
get  your  tioket  just  as  soon  as  the  agent  can  sell  it.  If  you  check  in  for  the 
$5.00  party  rate  and  want  a  good  night’s  rest,  plan  to  purohase  your  ticket  as  soon 
as  possible  after  9:00  p.m.  The  point  is  to  avoid  congestion  at  the  tioket  window 
just  before  departure  of  the  train. 

This  may  sound  complicated,  but  we  are  trying  hard  to  interpret  to  you  the  rulings 
covering  this  year’s  transportation  from  Chioago  to  Muskegon.  Read  it  again  and 
get  it  straight,  and  then  act  accordingly. 


(Note:  Those  interested  in  traveling  all  night  by  bus  Chioago  to  Muskegon,  inquire 
at  your  local  bus  terminal  for  schedules.  Plan  to  arrive  in  Muskegon  so  as  to  con¬ 
nect  with  special  chartered  Greyhound  bus  which  leaves  at  7:30  a.m.  for  Camp.)
